Powers. The covenant would be mere 
waste paper." 

Tho Fiold Bays this morning on tho Bub- 
j*ob of Mr. C. D. Rose's withdrawal of tho 
challenge for the Amerioa'a oup : " Mr. 
Roso'a uatlon wae manly and dignified. It 
waa disappointing to bo balked of a matah 
between the Distant Shore and thoDefendor, 
but since Mr. Roao has plaocd himaelf right 
with tho British public, means may yet be 
deviaod to aoonre a contest away from Now 
York." Tho Morning Post atateB that Mr. 
Robo has cancelled his ordur to build the 
Distant Shoro, 

Tho London bankruptcy court reoently 
gavo its approval to a sohome by which the 
unaocured creditors of Sir Robert Peol wero 
to reooive ten shillings on the pound pro- 
vided that the sum of £10,000 for th&b pur- 
poBo was sufficient to go round to that ex- 
tent. A short time ago Mrs. Langtry ten- 
dered proof of Sir Robert's indebtedness to 
her In the sum of £4,500, and tho dopoait 
httB consequently been increased to £12,850. 

Mrs. Gladstone, who in cmfined to her 
bed by weakness resulting from vertigo, is 
Blight'.y improved. 

Tho governor of tho province of Santa 
Clara, Cuba, has ordered all citizens within 
hia jurisdiction to delivor up any arms 
which may be in their possession to tho 
authorities, and effioera of tho volunteor 
oorpa havo been detailed tosearoh all houses. 
Tho officers have already discovered num- 
bers of oarblnea and revolvers concealed. 
Capt. GonzUes, at the head of a squadron of 
volunteers, had a skirmish at Adola planta- 
tion, near RemsdoB, with a band of insurg- 
ents. The troops captured four horsea and 
a number of muleB loaded with boxeB whioh 
were afterwards found to oontain 2,000 dy- 
namite cartridges. 

A verdict has boon rendered that the 
Marquis of Watorford oommittcd euioido 
while in a fit of temporary insanity. 

Tho miniator of husbandry, M. Cadaud, 
received a deputation from the department 
of Lo Norde to day, whioh preaentod a peti- 
tion to the government protesting against 
the importation of oattlo into France from 
the Argentine Republic and Canada. The 
petition set forth the general belief that 
oattle from those countrios are infeoted with 
pleuro- pneumonia. 

Fierco disturbances accompanied by seri- 
ous bloodshed are reported to have taken 
placo at Etzinglan. Fifty Armenians are 
Bald to have been killed. The Turkish gov- 
ernment haa sent a circular note to the repre- 
sentatives of the powors and to its represen- 
tatives abroad announoing that the out- 
break was provoked by the Armenians. 

Aooordlng to advices roeoived ab Aleppo, 
Armenians of the distriob of MaroBh, have 
attacked tho inhabitants of four Turkieh 
vi! logos. 

Tho U.S. cruiser Marbloheadhas arrlvedat 
Marsina, Asia Minor, in order to protect the 
missionaries in that distriob. 

The trial of Jabez S. Balfour, formorly a 
mombsr of parliament, and eaid to be the 
prime movor in the manipulation which re- 
sulted in the disaster to the Liberator Group 
of companies and who was extradited from 
the Argentine Republic after muoh delay, 
commenced this morning in London. 

NEWFOUNDLAND CONCERNS. 

The Government Afraid to Act Afralnst the 
Smugglers— Financial Condition of tho 
Colony Extremely Serious. 

St. Johns, NflL, Oob. 25.— Thero is atill 
no alteration iu tho situation concerning tho 
smuggling proseoutiona, and the govern- 
ment seems fearful of making any move. 
Tho board of revenue moots to-morrow, 
when dovolopmouts are expected. The 
customs department was adviBod to-day that 
tho oruiBor " Fieona " had made a large 
seizure at Burin, on the South coast, near 
St. Pierro, but particulars are not forth- 
aiming. Further raids aro cxpeotod to- 
morrow, us sho was armed with tho fullest 
information beforo leaving here. 

Tho smugglers and their friends threaten 
shocking disclosures If the prosecutions go 
ahead. Tho board of revenue insists that 
tho caBes should be decided beforo thorn and 
tho rupture in the government ranke shows 
no signa of healing. Tho public waited 
with unoonccaled anxiety a decisive step on 
the part of tho authoritiee, bub it now seema 
to havo abandoned hope of Boeing uny prose- 
outiona and has come to look upon the pro- 
ceedings aB a travesty upon justice. 

Tho govornmont press admits tho serious- 
ness of the Qnanolal condition of tho col- 
ony, and approhonds that thore is danger of 
being unable to liquidate obligations, unlcsB 
tho Btriotest economy ia practised. It oon- 
domns tho infraotiona of the retrenchment 
policy by tho oroatlon of now and uaoless 
officea. 



WAR'S ALARMS. 

Treaty Between St. Petersburg and 
Peking- Regarded With Alarm 
In Great Britain- 



Unusual Activity at the Foreign Olliee 
and the Admiralty— Anxious 
Anticipation. 



HALL CAINE IN TORONTO. 

He Asks Canadians Not to Stand on Techni- 
cal or Constitutional Rights He- 
uardlnjr Copyright. 

Toronto, Oob. 25.— (Special)— Hall Calne, 
tho English author, waa entertained at din- 
ner to-nighb^by tho Toronto publishers. In 
the course of his speech he asked Canadian* 
not to stand up on their technical or con- 
stitutional righta In the aopyrlght question, 
but to enable the Mother Country to carry 
out tho Berno treaty ; otherwise, ho eaid, 
tho United Utates may withdraw tho half 
conooaaioDs It has made to British authors, 
and we shall bo plunged back into the 
period of literary piracy which ao long pre- 
vailed. - -

London, Oofc. 25.— The British publio are 
again agitated over what is regarded as a 
reoponing of tho Eastern queation. The dis- 
patch from Shanghai announcing the de- 
parturo of a fleet of fifteen Russian war- 
Bhips from Vladivostok for Chomulpo und 
Fueiun, Korea, and tho dispatoh from Hong 
Kong announoing that Rusuia has obtainod 
the right to anohor her fleet ab Port Arthur 
and oonstrucb railroads on the Llao Tung 
peninsula, have caused intonse exoitemontin 
officiul ciroles, ub well as in the business 
community conneoted with tho iar East. 
Theao aro looked up«n as being a sudden re- 
opening, in an unexpected quarter, of tho 
far Eastern question in Ita widest sense. 
The Shanghai diapatoh adth thab the Jap 
onese floet in FormoBan waterB had been re 
called, several British warships had been 
ordered to Korea, and that preparations for 
a struggle were visible on all sides. 

Tho Hongkong cablo to tho Times caused 
that paper to remark editorially to-day : 
" Russia cannot possibly imagine that the 
powers will view with indifference euoh a 
destruction of the balance of power, whioh 
is almost unparalleled in its audacity. It is 
admitted he.ro thab the situation ia so grave, 
that, should the newa prove true, it would 
make a war, in which Beveral nations will 
tako part, more than probable. It should 
be added that there la every reason to be- 
liovo that the story from Hongkong ie au- 
thentic, aa all sources of information agree 
that the powera interested In the far East 
will find themeelveB confronted by a condi- 
tion of seriousness which oannot be over- 
estimated." 

The correspondent of the TimcB at Hong- 
kong, who aonb the sensational news, ia da- 
Boribed as boing .in " oIobb relations" with 
men who aro able to penetrate beneath the 
surface of things, and, therefore, conoluded 
that the news he has just sent oannot bo 
disregarded. Naturally the public mind 
will be in a abate of great ucrout until some 
official utterance either denies or aonfirms 
the important announcement which 
would leave Great Britain with her 
hands full of trouble, including the 
dispute with Brazil, tho serious misunder- 
standing with Venezuela on the subject of 
the boundary lines, t ho expedition preparing 
to reduce ths King of Ashantee to submis- 
sion, and tho more serious state of affairs in 
Armenia, the unsettled state of the Egyp- 
tian question and the now grave condition 
of affairs in tho Far EaBb. 

The afternoon papers publish long arti- 
oles agreeing thab British intervention in 
tho Far East ia necesaary. The St. James 
Gazetto aays : " Even war with Russia 
would b) less disastrous than to allow her, 
withoub a blow, to get Buoh a grip upon 
China. She could throttle all other powers 
and choke off their commerce. Unless Rus- 
sia and China give the necessary asauranoes, 
it is a case for an ultimatum, and, perhaps, 
tho most eerioua step our diplomats have un- 
dertaken Bince the Crimean war." The im- 
pression Ib general in tho official world, and 
it is ro echoed by the press, that neither Am- 
erica nor Germany oan allow the Pacific to 
become a " Franco Russian Iak-5, " as the 
Globe puts ib, and it iB. generally understood 
that the diplomats will be sufficiently strong 
to combine and resist the Russian aggres- 
sion. 

The Pall Mall Gazetto sumB up the start- 
ling nowB with the statement : " Russia 
has annexed Uhina," and in the oourse of a 
long article adds : " If this treaty is to 
stand, roll up the map of Asia." In con- 
clusion tho Pall Mall Gazette urgea the ro- 
oooupation of Port Hamilton by the British 
and the immediate atrengthening of tho 
Britiah fleet in Chinese waters, lssb Japan 
Iobb her fleet at tho firat bloiv. 

Since this important newa wub circula'rd 
the greatest activity has been here, particu 
larly at the foreign office and tho admiralty, 
and the coming and going of messengers 
was continuous throughout the morning and 
business hours of the afternoon. Ac the 
different clubs, the " war aoaro " in the 
East is diBOuasod, the gravo affairB in Ven- 
ezuela having almost completely dropped 
out of recollection in tho alarm of tho mo- 
niont. Nobody seems to doubt the report 
that by tho recently agreed upon Rubso- 
China troaty, Russia has obtained righta to 
which tho most favored nation clauso is nob 
applicable, and which may cause a great 
war.

Very Eieh Quartz Discovered at Sev 
eral Points -The Iron Horge 
at Bosslaud. 



Cyanide Reduction Works at Barker- 
ville— A Plant May Be Erected 
at Alberni. 

Vancouver,, Oot. 25.— (Speolal)— Many 
of thoso who read the report of the discov- 
ory of gold ab Lulu island in the Colonist 
on Wednesday have been eagerly inquiring 
for news of further dovolopmenta. Tho 
Colonist is abio to state on indisputable 
authority thab a Bhort dlBtanao below where 
Jaok McLeod, tho artesian well borer, found 
flake gold, the bore brought up oruBh quartz, 
whioh waa token to W. Pellow Harvey, 
F.C.S., for aBsay. The result gave a very 
high peroentage of gold, the amount calcu- 
lated from the actual gold-boaring ore 
brought up on the prospecting drill amount- 
ing to §11,000 a ton. Tho theory that tha 
gold found was from the bed of an old river 
is explodod, and experts say that Jaok 
McLeod, who la a poor man and Inexperi- 
onoed in mining matters, has struck a very 
rioh vein of quartz at 265 feet, which has 
dipped down from some lead probably a 
mile away. 

A company has been formed to develop 
the gold in the bottom of MoLood'a artesian 
well and probably other companiea will be 
organizod to prospect the oountry within a 
radius of two miles. 

A letter received to-day from Rossland 
by a prominent cltizsn aaya that Americans 
are negotiating to purohase tha Iron Horse 
Mine for half a million. 

In proapeotlng tho Lincoln group a Bolid 
bed of ore haa been uncovered. Its valuo 
has not been ascertaineJ. The Jeff Davis 
and Free Coinage mlnos t/Ul be worked all 
wlntor. 

Arrangements have been completed for 
tho ereotion of a cyanide reduotion works 
at Barkervllle. The planb will be used for 
treating tho ores of the Black Jack Quartz 
Mining Co. and any that may b3 Bent for 
complete mill runs. Tho milling, so far aB 
oyaniding is concerned, will be under tho 
management of the Caasel Gold Extracting 
Co., of Glasgow, represented bore by W. 
Pellew Harvey, F.C.S. The resident man- 
ager will be Mr. S. J. Marsh, a mill man 
too well known to require an introduction 
to the minora of Cariboo. The plant will 
be builb at onco by the B. C. Iron Works 
Co. of Vancouver. It is. nob ub all unlikely 
that a similar planb will be erected at Al- 
berni nnder bbe same auspices, as the Al- 
borni orea have proved particularly amen- 
able to tho oyanide process. 

Vancouver and Westminster citizens have 
boon leaving for Lulu and Sea island all day, 
and oontlnue to drive oub in tho darkness of 
the night to stake claims aa near McLeod's 
luoky find as possible. Property owners in 
the vloinlty olaim that their property ia be- 
ing overrun by miners, and staked oub bo- 
fore bheir eyea. They are In some cases ask- 
ing for protection.

The Goods, Chattels and Precious Belongings 
of Charles Stewart Parnell's Mother 
Auctioned Off. 

BoRDErrowN, N. J., Oct. 25.— The home 
of Mrs. Delia S. Parnoll, mother of CharloB 
Stewart Parnoll, ia praotically dismantled. 
Ironsides is one of tho most famous places in 
this section of New Jersey and tho history 
attached to many of tho articles, added to 
tho fame of tho Stewart and Parnell fami- 
lies, had tho effeot of drawing to tho scono 
many persona from the adjoining places.

Conduct of the Accused Not Consist- 
ent With Guilt -The Class 
Roll Call. 



San Francisco, Oct. 25.— The beginning 
of the final argument for the defence of 
Theodore Durrant, acouaeu of the Emanuel 
church murders, had the effect of attract- 
ing an espoolally large attendance at Judge 
Murphy's court to-duy. In the abBenoo of 
Attorney Deuproy, who waa absonb through 
sickness, 

General DickonBon assumed the somewhat 
unexpected task of first addressing the jury. 
He at once, without preliminary observa- 
tions, entered in a forceful msnner upon a 
disousaion of the events of April :i. Speak- 
of the prisoner, who waB acoused of the ter- 
rible crime of murder, he described him as 
boing, »b he is now, ambitious, studious and 
of the highest character. He alluded to the 
contention of Assietanb Distriot Attorney 
Peixoto, made ycatorday, that Mibb Lamoat 
was the viotlm of Durrant's unbrldlod pis- 
Bions. He said that there was nothing in 
the mass of testimony taken to show that 
Durrunt was not a moral young maa. His 
whole demeanor, both before and after his 
arrest, had, ho Baid, boen that of an Inno- 
cent man. Tho defondant himnolf had told 
Mrs. Noble on tho night that Miss Lamont 
disappeared that ho had ridden to 
school with her in the morning. On 
the day of his arrost, and when on 
tho stand, defendant had made tho 
same statomentB. Ho told tho story 
long before Conductor Shalmount waa found. 
Durrant also loft u book at Mrs. Noble's for 
Miss Lamont on April 5sh. All vVs, he 
said, contained too muoh method for a guilty 
man, and he, theforo conBiderod that as a 
clrcamatance going to Bhow the innocenoe of 
the accused. 

General Diokenson next mado reference 
to tho roll call, upon which it is evident tho 
dofenco intends to biso its case. He said 
that if the correctness of the roll call was 
admitted, tho prosecution's caso fell to tho 
ground. Drs. Cheney and Gray, the only 
two persons who had aver had the, book 
in their possessions, made no alterations, 
and ho challenged the prosecution to 
show that anybody else had. He said 
the mute testimony of the book waa cor- 
rcb)ratod by all of the students in the 
class, who testified on the Btand that 
they did not answer to Durrant's name. 
The statement of the proseaution that 
the studentB were unwilling witnesses, and, 
perhaps, withheld inobi important testi- 
mony, was ridiculous, as he said Students 
GlaBer and Graham, the prosecution's two 
moBt important witnosses, were willing 
enough to tell what they knew. 

The notes were next considered. Gen- 
eral Dickenson showod what he said were 
Durrant's notes, taken by himself at Dr. 
Cheney's lecture, and said they had been in 
biB (General Dlokonson't) possession since 
April 17. General Diokenson Baid this fact 
bad an important bearing on Glaaer's 
statement to the effect that on April 20 
Durrant told him he had no notes, and 
asked to borrow Glaaer's in order that he 
might estiblish an nlib*. The notes of 
Glasor and Durrant, arranged in parallel 
columns, were read to the jury to Bhow the 
dissimilarity of tho two. Mr. Dickenson 
said tho notes plainly showed that Durrant 
did not copy from Glaser.

SAMOA AND ITS SOVEREIGN. 

The Rebel Party Still Defiant — American 
Claims to Lands on the 
Islands. 

Apia, Samoa, Oct. 9. — (Per steamer Mar- 
ipoBa to San Francisco, Oct. 24.) — Tho poli- 
tical situation here remaina unchanged, the 
rebel party maintaining a defiant attitude 
and refusing to pay taxes. The loyal party 
make this failure an excuse for the non- 
payment of their own taxes, and publio 
funds are low. Soveral of the rebel natives 
have been making trouble and refusing to 
allow foreign claimants who have tracts of 
land awarded to them by the land commie 
Bion and the supremo court to occupy such 
land. Warrants have been issued for the 
arrest of the offenders, but it will not be 
poesiblo to enforce suoh warrants unless the 
assistance of foreign warships is granted. 

Tho important case of Wellman, Noylun 
it Hobba, of San Francisco, agsiuBt tho Na- 
tional B»nk of Mew Zealand and others, in- 
volving tho title to many thousand acres of 
valuable land in Samoa, has juat been decid- 
ed by Chief Justice Ido after a longthy 
trial. Tho property involved is thoso called 
American lund claims, which havo beon a 
subject of controversy for twenty years or 
more. Tho decision holds tho American 
claims to be the first in right, and secures all 
tho lands to the plaintiffs, provldod their in- 
teroBtB, to be proven by further evidenoe, are 
sufficient to absorb all the lands, but if the 
proporty is more than sufficient to satisfy 
all the American olaims then the surplus is 
to go to tho defendants. 

METLAKATLA INDIANS- 

Valuable Consignment of Canned .Salmon by 
Rev. Mr. Duncan's Community. 

Skattlk, Oct. 25 — The Matlakatla In- 
dians, of Southeast Alaska, have bocome, 
under tho guidance and management, of 
Rev. Mr. Duncan, a conspicuous commun- 
ity, particularly in tho production of canned 
fish and oil. They have organized them- 
solves into the Metlakatla Industrial Co., 
and overy case boars this brand. On the 
last trip down of tho atoamship City of 
Topeka alio stopped at the Indian station 
and (oadod a big oargo of canned salmon, 
about 8,000 caaoe, which waB roloaded on 
board tho steamship Umatilla for San Fran- 
oiaoo, whoro an agency of tho Indians oxista. 
Thia shipment repuaentB 384,000 cans, or 
pounds, of fish, a vory fine figure computed 
in dollars and oents. The City of Topoka 
also brought down 400 barrels of fish oil, 
put up by Indiana at Tongas Narrows.

TRADE WITH GERMANY. 

U. S. Consul General DeEay Deprecates Re- 
taliation on Account or Extreme 
Protectionist Legislation. 

Washington, Oct. 25.— In a recenb re- 
port to the state department, U. S. Consul 
Goneral DeKay at Berlin haB depicted in 
vivid style tho growth of tho formidable 
agrarian party in Gormany, and pointed out 
tho monace it is to tho producers of the 
United States whether agrioulturaliata or 
manufacturers of anything that compotes 
with artiolea made in Uer.nany. Woo), 
grain, cattle, cotton, pork, will all be inju- 
riously affected if tho party sucoeeda in ita 
objects. Tho Gormans have found that to 
koep tile army in the bost condition it must 
be reoruitod from the country, not from the 
citieB, which do not yield good material, 
but the low prices of grain and other farm 
produce are driving tho country men into 
tho cities, and tho movement is accelerated 
by the action of many nobles In seizing com 
mnnal lands and turning the farma into 
plantation and gamo preserves. Tho groat 
military authorities have come to realize 
that the country must bo made attractive 
and emigration into the cities must be 
stopped. On this account tho agrarians 
have ea hered great strength in the landtag, 
and although tho fierooly protectionist bill 
of Count Kanltz did not paBa they wero not 
dieoouruged, and proposed to renew the at 
taok this winter and mako it lively for tho 
government. 

The Consul-Gonoral enumerates somo im- 
portant measures whioh tho agrarians havo 
forced through already, and Bays they ox- 
paot large increases of atrength through the 
surrender of the Catholic Centre party, 
when they hope to run things for them- 
selves. They are even prepared to attack 
industrial and commercial Germany, and 
will demand the abrogation of tho favored 
nation treaties and legislation to paralyze 
the middleman on the farma and specula- 
tors in the cities, and favor their own farm 
products by stopping outside competition. 
They are willing to sacrifioe tho industries 
built up under these treaties in order to 
koep i he young men in the country. An 
agrarian member of tho Landtag, when 
asked, " But suppose the King o{ 'Vuesia 
refused his consent to this scheme ?" re- 
plied, " Then tho Prussian houao of repre- 
sentatives will refuse to vote the King of 
Pruasla hie supplies." This Ib quoted to 
show the bitternees of the land owning cIobb 
In Prussia. The present duties on grain, tho 
premium on sugar and exolusion of American 
fresh moat fail to satisfy the demands of 
this powerful party. 

" Mr. Do Kiy prediotB that the Kanitz 
protectionist bill will not pass this winter, 
but its object is to frighten the government 
into further concessions. In conclusion he 
aaya : " Americana muBt look for a Btrong 
effort on the part of ull the oonaervative, 
provincial and reactionary elements in North 
Germany to keep out American produote. 
Aa to retaliation for auch effortB, if my opin- 
ion wore asked, I should Bay ' do not retali- 
ate,' being oonvinoed that suoh measures as 
the agrarians oontemplato will work their 
own revenge and do more harm to the con- 
trivers of them than to the United States."

AN ANGLOPHOBIST. 

The Oregonlan Is down on the British 
again. It seriously deolares that " it doesn't 
pretond to like nor admire th? spirit that 
dominates the British people and tho Brit- 
ish Empire." This is unfortunate, for it is 
not hard to see that the spirit which dom- 
inates the British people is the very spirit 
that has made the American people what 
they are. They oame by it honestly — as ths 
catechism says, by ordinary generation. 
They have inherited British enterprise, 
British courage, British love of adventure, 
British oapicity for self-government, British 
self conceit and British tenacity of pur- 
poso. They have borrowed British institu- 
tions and, what is more, they are obligod 
whether they iiko it or not, to express them- 
selves in the British language. It is no use 
for Jonathan to traduce his kindred or to 
deny his ancestry. He shows in almost all 
hiB aots that he belongs to tho Bull family 
and that he has inherited its most prominent 
traits. 

What, wo wonder, would the American 
people bo like if they were not dominated 
by " the British spirit." If that spirit had 
been eliminated from tho American musses 
there would, we are quite sure, be no suoh 
nation as tho United States of America ; no 
snoh republic as the " Great Republic." lb 
Ib laughable to hear an American abuse tho 
British. The very name he boars, in the 
great majority of cases, shows that he is vil- 
ifying his kindrod. 

Tho Oregonlan is fearfully hard on tho 
British oligarchy. But is there not evi- 
dence in every state of the union that the 
'Americans have inherited the British pride 
of birth. Nowhere in Great Britain la a 
lord more looked up to and run after than in 
the cities of the United Statos. The United 
States oitizen, republioan as he is, who is 
fortnnato enough to be desoended from a 
good British family, and to boar an honored 
British name, takes good care not to let his 
friends forget that ho haB come of good old 
British stock. Keen observers see very plain 
traces of British snobbery in American so- 
ciety. Heredity asserts itself in thiB also, 
and Americans, even in their failings and 
weaknesses, show that thoy have inherited 
the British spirit. 

Our Portland contomporory should bo 
careful how it spoaks of tho BritiBh spirit, 
for if an Amorioan pitches into the British 
too strongly ho will be pretty sure to incur 
tho roproaoh which the proverb attaches to 
the bird that fouls its own noBt. 



A PECULIAR SITUATION. 

The position of foreigners in the Trans- 
vaal ropublio is very peculiar. Tho Boors, 
though a kindly and hospitable pooplo, are 
exceedingly narrow-minded. Since the dis- 
covery of gold in their country foroianbra 
have rushed into it from all quarters. There 
aro in tho little ropublio to-day somo 00,000 
adult males who aro Dob admitted into the 
privileges of citizenship. Those are oalled 
the uitlander population. Tho BoorB aro 
jealous of those strangers and they may, 
perhaps, bo a littlo afraid of them, for they 
outnumbor tho adult native population four 
to one. Estimating the number of natlvo 
mon in tho oountry by tho voting lists, 
whioh aoama to bo a fair way, as every male 
cltizon in tho country above the ago of 
twenty-one is entitled to vote, tho adult 
males of tho native Dutch population lum- 
ber only 15,000. 

This Is a atato of things for which it 
would, wo think, bo impossible to find a 
parallel. In no other oountry do oho alien 
inhabitants exceed the nativo population. 
Singular to say, tho forolgnors in tho Trans- 
vaal aro peaceable and law-abiding. They 
take no advantago of their superior num- 
bers to oroato disturbances or to insist upon 
rights that aro denied thorn. The Govern- 
ment, it appears, presumes upon tho good 
nature and peaooablo disposition of tho 
Btrangors In a way that la to 
them both unpleasant aud incon- 



venient. The Government has a railroad 
of its own, and President Kruger is deter- 
mined that the uitlandera must use it, al- 
though there la another railroad whloh ia 
Bhorter and, for them, more oonvenient. 
"Ho," tho Times says, "haa sanctioned the 
laying of prohibitive rates upon the railway 
traffia of the southern lino from tho point at 
whloh the line orossea the Free State frontier 
into the Transvaal, and ho has oloBed the 
wagon roadti aorose the frontier in order 
that goods may not be taken to tho border 
by rail and thence to Johannesburg by 
wagon servico. In other words, ho haB 
closed tho southwestern frontier to foreign 
trade. By doing bo ho hopes to force the 
whole current of trade to flow through 
Dolagoa, and ho baa yet apparently to learn 
that ourrentB of trade aro nob to be divert- 
ed from their accustomed channel us simply 
us a garden ditch." 

Ib remains to be aeon how the mining 
population will put up with the tyranny of 
the Prosident. Thia tyranny is tho more in- 
exausablo as tho abrangera whom he ie wor- 
rying and ill-using have saved tho Ropublio 
from bankruptcy and they pay nine-tenthB 
of tho taxes. There will no doubt be trouble 
in tho Transvaal if Kruger does nob ohango 
hiB policy. It is not likely that the enter- 
prising majority will aubmlb to be worried 
and robbed by tho alow-going, thiok-hoaded 
minority. 



AN EFFECTIVE REMEDY. 

The evidence in favor of the dliaacy of 
anti-toxino as a remedy for diphtheria is bo 
strong as to be irreaietible. It has been 
shown that tho death rate in. German and 
French hospitals whero it has been used has 
largely dooreasod. And this too, in tho 
face of the fact that in quite a largo propor- 
tion of the cases the aerum waa not applied 
until lb was too lato for any remedy to pro- 
duce a benefioial effect. Allowanoo should 
bo made for the late application of the 
remedy In all statements in which tho effi- 
cacy of antl-toxine Is shown. 

Anti-toxine has been used quito extensive- 
ly in New York during the last nino montha 
and a rooord haa been kept of the reaulta, 
Tho following comparative statement haa 
boon drawn up by Dr. Wilson, President of 
the Board of Health :

This ia a very favorable showing. A 
chart accompanying the report shows a rapid 
decline, in the mortality during November 
ond December laat, with the introduction of 
the new remedy, aB compared with a sharp 
increase during the corresponding months of 
the preceding year, the fall in Novomber 
and December of 1894 having beon from 34 J 
to 'J-l per cent., while tho rise in November 
and December of 1893 waa from 32 to 
43 por cent. The New York TimoB, com- 
menting on the figures of Dr. Wilson's re- 
port, sayB : 

If the mortality percontago had boon only 
19 43 during the four years ending with 
Septombor, 1894, it is obvious that about 
4,000 llvee whloh wore lost in thoso years 
would have beon saved. Wo think thot Dr. 
Biggs, to whoso labors and reportB the in- 
troduction of the remedy hore was ohitfly 
due, and under tho direction of whom tho 
oity'a supply of aerum ha* been prepared; 
Dr. Park, under whoBe management the 
existing system of bacteriological diagnosis 
haB been perfected; and all the other officers 
connected with tho Board of Health, who 
have by their authority and oo-operatlon 
joined In supporting and insuring the adop- 
tion of the latest methods of detecting and 
curing this diseaso, must regard with groat 
satisfaction this clear proof of success. Tho 
money appropriated for tho serum plant and 
tho laboratory work was most wisely and ad- 
vantageously invested. 

Dr. William H. Park, at the annual meet- 
ing of tho New York State Medical Associ- 
ation, Bald : 

The mortality from diphtheria in New 
York city, whioh for yearB was thirty-four 
per cant., and never loss than twenty-five 
per cent., during the lasb nine months, was 
only sovoDteen per cent , aud if antl-toxine 
had been used in all eases tho mortality 
would have boon leBS than ton par cent. 

It Is imposslblo that medical mon cf skill 
and oxperionco Bhould deceive themselves or 
bo deceived by others in a mutter of this 
kind. Tho observations woro, no doubt, 
mode with caro, and tho record kept was 
faithful and for all praotical purposes suffi- 
ciently oxaot. Tho decrease in the mor- 
tality from diphtheria is most remarkable, 
and rnuat bo very cheering to all who havo 
witnesBod and Buffered from the ravages of 
tho dreadful disease. It ia quito pos- 
sible that tho remedy may havo failed 
In ooBes where a cure might reasonably 
havo beon expected, and that its applici- 
tion in a few eases may have appeared to 
produco reaulta that oould not havo beon 
anticipated, bub when tbo groat decreaae 
in tho mortality of thoso o t i I toted with tho 
dlseaBe in Now York and the numbor of 
valuable lives saved by the application of 
tho sorum aro considered, it is unwiso to 
condemn anti-toxine beoauso it haa not beon 
suooosBful in every obbo. No remody that 
has ever been discovered ia invariably a sure 
ouro.

People who do nob poeaess preternatural 
means of gaining information are under tho 
impression that " England " and "All 
Eagland" know lees and care leas about bho 
AlaBka boundary question than they do 
about the limits of the aphoroB of Influence 
In Central Africa. They beliovo that the 
very few in Eagland who take any interest 
in the quoatlon at all are quite ooatenb 
to leave this delimitation business in the 
hands of the men who have been 
omployod to inquiro into it professionally. 
Wo venture to say that there is not one man 
in a hundred thousand in the lititish Islands 
who has ever hoard about Dyea Iulot or An- 
not Island To a few moro tho "Yukon 
Country " may bo known as a geographical 
expression, but it would puzz'o them to tell 
off-hand whebhor ib is Bituated in Siberia or 
South Amorio*. Tho faot of the matter ia 
the "England " of theBo Alaska editorB is a 
oroation of their own imaginations, und the 
intentions and aima which they attribute to 
its poople and itB Government aro about aa 
real aa aro the discussions on " A House boat 
on the Styx," which onlivon tho columnB of 
Harper's Weekly. 

There aro a few British Bubjeots in Canada 
who take an interest in tho Alaska bound- 
ary question and know something about it. 
What they wanb is nothing moro nor less 
bhan an honest deoislon arrived ab by com- 
petent men. They want nothing for Great 
Britain, neither island nor harbor nor sea 
coast, excopb whob sho la injustice entitled 
to. Thay want to bob the line run in accord- 
ance with tho terms of tho treaty of 1825. 
They are perfectly satisfied that the United 
States should get ovory acre of torritory and 
every right and privilege Bhe purchased from 
Russia, but nothing more. Thoy are, 
however, nob willing to admit tho 
olaims of AmerioanB whioh are 
perfictly basclcaa, and they are nob ready 
to aoknowlodgo a line of delimitation be- 
tween Alaaka aDd liritiah Columbia whioh 
waa never eurveyod and whioh haa 
nob had any existence except 
in the imagination of ignorant and 
greedy adventurers, or on maps drawn 
ab hap-hazard by mon who without any 
knowledge worthy tho name, gave place and 
position to thiB oorjactura! boundary lino.

What Is Doinsr in t!auadu-lsai,k Clear- 
ings -Iuci-eased. Transactioiis at 
Several Centres. 



New York, Oct. 25.— R. G. Dun'a week- 
ly review of trade says that ten days ago 
gold exports Beemed very near, bub the 
break In cotton ripened on Monday into a 
collapao auffioient to juotlfy the hope of a 
froe movement. Hides have alao droppod 
Bharply at Chioago ; leather ia weaker and 
the adjustment of prices to real inatoad of 
Imaginary conditions progresaoa rapidly. 
Already lower prices in iron have brought 
ont aomo Important oontraotg. Labor diffi- 
culties, though Including a strike of many 
Pennsylvania ooal miners, who do not seem 
to be Buooessful, are, on the wholu, of no 
serious Importance. (Che money markets 
cause remarkably littlo troublo, aonBiderinp 
the heavy movoment of products, Cooler 
weathor has generally helped retail trade, 
and with Inoroased oonaumption by the mil- 
lions the way will bo olear for hotter busi- 
ness. Already payments through the clear- 
ing houses c!oBely approach for Ojtober 
those of the besb year in history. 
Wheat has risen threo cents for the week. 
Nobody can givo a reason for the higher 
prices ; corn declined 25 cents, pork the 
Br.me, and hogs 10 cents por 100 pounds. 
Retail trade throughout the countty is 
somewhat hotter, though moderato in some 
lines. The purohaeing power of the wage 
earner on the whole is much larger than a 
year ago. Iron boasts some good ojntractB 
this woek. Bessemer pig advanoea, but on 
finiahod produota on the whole the decline 
Is much greater. Textile manufacturers 
have bnen for a momenb disturbed rather 
than helped by the deolino in cotton. The 
demand for worsteds and dress goods is en 
couraging, while in woollen goods tho situ 
ation does not improve. The failures this 
week are 231 in tho U. S. against 231 last 
year, and 38 In Canada against 52 last year. 

Bradetreot'a to-morrow will say : The 
volume of general trado for two weeks hardly 
reached expectations, and now assumes the 
charaoter of between 8oa60ds. Wholesale 
dealers in seasonable staples, suoh as dry 
gooda, clothing, hata and shoes report only 
a fair, active businoEB. The total number 
of failureE throughout the United States 
during the woek ia 259 against 289 for tho 
previouB week and 221, 329 and 220 for tho 
corresponding weeks in 1894, 1893 and 1892 
A noteworthy feature of tho week is the re- 
vival in demand for pig iron, the upward 
tendenoy in quotations of leading cereals and 
the liquidating in the cotton market. Wool 
remains steady. 

The bank clearing totals at five Canadian 
cltiea this week aggregate §22.476.000, 
againat $21,018,000 last weekend $21,825. 

000 in the same week a yoar ago. At Mon 
treal trade in dry gooda and clothing is 
equal to tho average at this season. The 
city of Quebec reportB a slight gain in gen 
eral lines, with easier collections. Business 
Is Bllghtly improvod at Toronto, the weath- 
er having stimulated tho demand. Trade ia 
alao improved at Halifax, whero collections 
are equal to expectations. At St. JohnB, 
Newfoundland, the prico of fish his ad- 
vanced, while In New Brunswick tho out- 
look is for only an average out of lumber.

Chicago, Oot, 25.— Keir Hardle, the Eng- 
lish socialist, and Frank Smith, M.P., were 
tendered a supper on Tuesday night by tho 
Chicago sooialists prior to their taking final 
leave of this city. "I like America," 
Bald Hardlo. " I have been hero some time, 
and have heard and read muoh about the 
corruption of city counoils, yet after careful 
study I have come to tho conclusion that 
English and American city counoils find 
their way to the same hell. The Engliah 
aldermen and councillors work in a quieter 
way. I know a mayor who turned his con- 
cern into a company bo that ho could get 
contraots for municipal work in England. 

1 know common counciimen who have rel*- 
tiveB who simply represent themselves when 
contracts involving large sums of money aro 
awarded by cry councils. It is tho samo in 
America, though it is done more openly 
hero. Yet they both travel the samo way, 
to the loss of the city they repreeont."

PRIVATE BILLS. 



TO avoid misapprehension on the part of 
persons who propose to Introduce Private 
Bills at tho next scselon of tho Legislature, tho 
8peakor has directed tho publication of tho 
following ruling, which explains tho distinct- 
ive character of such measures: 

Evory Bill for the particular Interest or ben- 
efit of any person or poisons is treated in Par- 
liament as a Private Bill. Whether It be for 
tho interest of an individual, a public company 
or corporation, a city or municipality, or othor 
locality, it Is equally distinguished from a 
moasuro of public policy, in which tho whole 
community are intorestcd ; and this distinc- 
tion la marked by tho solicitation of Prlvato 
Bills by tho parties themselves whoso interests 
are concerned. By the standing urdors of the 
Houso all Prlvato Bills, or Bills to amond tho 
same, aro required to bo brought In upon peti- 
tion, and tho payment of fees by the promoters 
Is an Indispensable condition to their progress. 
Public Bills to amend Prlvato Bills can ba in- 
troduced by a member of tho Government, but 
not by n private member.

ALASKA'S BOUNDARY. 

Superintendent DulHeld or the ConBt Survey 
Says There la No Need for Any Anxiety 
Regarding it. 

Washington, Oct. 25.—" Tho people of 
Juneau may poaaeaB their eoula In peace," 
said Superintendent Duffield, of tho ooaat 
and goodotio aurvey, " aa to tho possibility 
of that olty'a being included in English ter- 
ritory if the results of our survey of tho 
boundary lino botweon Alaska and tho 
British possessions, ao far aB made, may be 
accepted as assurance. They eoem to bi un- 
nocEsaarlly worked up over tho nituation. 
Thty ahould know that the oommlBaiouora 
acting in behalf of this country and Great 
Britain have no voice in the final dotermin 
ation of the dispute, as it will be settled by 
the high oiiioiala of tho foreign uffiira offices 
of the countries. The mission of tho com- 
miasionera is to furniah data upon whiuh 
t heso functionaries can reach a conclusion, 
and it ie with thia end in view that our en- 
gineers wero in the Hold thia aummer and 
laat. 

If our lino ia accepted Juneau will fall 
many miles within tho American line. Of 
course, if England's claim aB to tho location 
of tho dividing lino, running it through 
Clarenco Btrait8 and Baohra channel and 
computing tho ten marine leagues speoifiod 
in tho treaty from tho outer shore of the 
ialanda, along tho coast. Instead of from tho 
mainland, ia recognized, Juneau will prob 
ably ho in danger of becoming a BritiBh 
town, but I do not 8co how, on the face of 
the faota, auch a settlement can bo reached, 
and I do not believe there ia any great dan 
ger that tho matter will bo determined on 
thiB baBia." Gen. Duffield also aaya that 
practically all tho gold districts on the 
Yukon rivor lie within Amorioan territory, 
aB determined by tho woik of American 
survryors. Furthermore, he thinka the 
prospeots are good for the United Statoa 
holding Chilcat paaa, the poaaoaaion of 
which ia regarded aa of importance, as ib 1b 
tho gatewuy to much of the interior country 
of tho Northwest.

No Serious Damage Anticipated and 
Hoptf.-) She Will Be Floated 
Today. 



Tho Dominion steimer Quadra, Captain 
Walbran commanding, ran aahore on Ful- 
ford reef, Discovery island, in a denao fog 
at 4 o'clock yestorday afternoon, while re- 
turning to Viotoria from a tour of inspec- 
tion in tho Gulf of Georgia. At laat reportB 
she was taking no water but was held fast 
and firm, with a. falling tide but no wind to 
threaten her with Immediate danger. Ac- 
tivo efforta for her reloa8e will he initiatod 
oarly thia morning, and it ia beliovcd that 
she will bo brought off and dock without 
diffioulty. 

Nowe of this latest and moat aerloua mU- 
hap dirootly attributed to the prevailing 
fog waa received by the agent of the mariuo 
department, Capt. Gaudin, late yeatorday 
afternoon, Mate Owon having boon dia- 
patchod for asaiabanco very shortly after the 
stoamor wont on and finding his way to 
Oak Bay with tho ateam launch. 

Acoordlng to hia report and to tho mes- 
sage from Captain Walbran, of which ho 
waa tho bearer, tho atoamor waa feeling her 
way along under oaay ateam when tho mie- 
hap occurred, and oou8H)Uontly tho ahock 
waa comparatively alight. Tho tide 
waa falling, however, and heroin the 
chief danger lies. Fulford reef is 
a wicked ledge of rock fringing one end of 
Discovery island— itaelf little more than a 
patch of Bharp rooks lying to tho north of 
Trial laland and outside of Oik biy but u 
few milea. 

Captain Walbran merely waited to aatlafy 
himself that it would be impossible for the 
Quadra to aaoompliah her own release and 
that ehowaa nob making water, before Bend- 
ing hia message to the city. 

As soon as he hid learned all tho particu- 
lars of tho ship's condition in the first effic 
er's possession, Capt. Gaudin hurried the tug 
Vancouver to tho Bcono with two largo scows 
to be employed during tho night in lighten- 
ing tho ahlp. At daylighb thia morning he 
will go up in person with the Lorno. with 
the expectation of returning by the Quadra 
heraelf in tho afternoon. 



SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

The "Danube" Arrives From the North With 
.Salmon For the English 
Market. 

Large consignments of salmon for tran- 
shipment on tho barka Ladaa and Maria Jose 
were brought from the North by the ateam- 
ahip Danube, which arrived yoaterday at 
noon. The cargo comprised 21,186 oaaoa 
and is made up of tho following shipments : 
4,021 caeea from the Inverneas cannery : 
2,120 from the Balmoral cannery ; 3,449 
from tho North Pacifio Packing Co ; 3,627 
from the British Columbia Packing Co. ; 
7,469 from tho Royal Canadian Packing 
Co ; and 500 from tho Good Hope cannery.
